A‘ new China. is-in the making and it will 
be made when. the solodifying proeess shall 
have proceeded? somewhat further. One of 
the chief solodifying factors is inter-commu- 
nication, whether by personal contact, by 
traveling about, as suggested by this bus 
comment, or by the bringing of the happen- 
ings of the day in every part of the republic 
to the breakfast table of every citizen, as is 
done by the daily paper in this country.

Old Newspapers 


(Petaluma Argus) 

Evidently we started something when we 

issued a challenge to any newspaper in the 
State of California as old as the Argus to 
stand up and be counted. Two such have 
stood up and been counted. One of them, the 
Sacramento Union, will celebrate its diamond 
jubilee in March next and invites the Argus 
to be present on that occasion, The Union 
Says: 
‘‘Some sort of dispute appears to have de- 
veloped between the Petaluma ‘Argus’ and 
the Sonora ‘Union Democrat’ as to which of 
the two is the oldest newspaper in California. 
Considering their age, these two journals are 
pretty good shadow fighters. One of them 
has been seconded in a faint-hearted manner 
by the editor of the Stockton ‘Independent,’ 
who is young enough to know better. The 
oldest newspaper in California, the oldest west 
of the Roeky Mountains, is the Sacramento 
Union. It was founded March 19, 1851. The 
Union will observe its diamond jubilee next 
March and in due course an invitation to visit 
Sacramento. at that time will be extended to 
the youngsters of Petaluma and Sonora.’’ 

The Argus aceepts that invitation, and will 
certainly be on hand to help the Union cele- 
brate. The other newspaper that lays claim 
to a greater age than the Argus is the Son- 
ora Union Demoerat, slightly younger than 
the Union. A communicatioy to the Fresno 
Republican from Oakdale sa 

‘‘The claim of the Petaluma Argus, which 
recently ‘eelebrated its seventieth birthday, 
that it is the oldest newspaper in the state, 
in point of continuous publication, is disputed 
by the Sonora Union Democrat, published by 
J. A. and Fred Van Harlingen at Sonora, in 
Tuolumne County. 

“‘The Union Democrat will soon celebrate 
its seventy-second birthday, having been estab- 
lished in 1853. The Van Harlingens have 
published the paper for the past 30 years. At 
the time of the big fire which wiped out ‘Son- 
ora in the 50’s, the Democrat still did not 
miss an issue and was published at that time, 
for a couple of weeks, in Sonora. Its files 
furnish some interesting literary history, con- 
taining the writings-of Mark Twain, Bret 
Harte and Prentice Mulford and others who 
won prominence in the literary world.’ 

When the Argus issued its challenge to the 
newspapers of the state it reserved the right 
to take a backseat if it had to, suspecting 
that some of the counties in the Sierras, where 
the first real civilization was established, 
‘might have newspapers as old as the Argus. 
At that our back seat is not so very far to 
the rear. And we still ’ave ’opes. The first 
issue of the Argus bears the title ‘‘and So- 
noma County Advertiser,’’ indicating we had 
a predecessor. If that is true, and there was 
no lapse in publication, we may have it ‘‘on’’ 
the Union and the Democrat yet. We are in- 
vestigating.

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Safety First in Schools 


(Santa Barbara News) 

Secretary Hoover of the Department. of 
Commerce has sent out a circular in which he 
calls upon the _publie school superintendents 
of the country to co-operate with the depart- 
ment in an educational campaign in the 
sehools fe teach safety first. i 

The secretary points out that the education 
committee of the National Education Associa- 
tion has stated that, as accidents are primarily 
the result of ignorance, the success of any 
safety movement is dependent upon educa- 
tion. The committee says that approximately 
6900 children of school age and under are kill- 
ed by automobiles every year. 

The circular ealls attention to the fact that 
in the schools of San Francisco, Chicago and 
luos Angeles considerable progress has been 
male in teaching the children caution in 
crossing streets, particuiarly through the use 
of the older !wvs as traffie aids during the. 
school rush hours, 

Tle little on:s are learning to_follow the 
traffie tines laid down for them at ‘‘school 
crossings.’” They appreciate that at those 
crossings they have the right of way and 
few automobile drivers ignore their claim: 

Although the campaign to educate the chil- 
dren to guard against automobile accidents 
chas heen in progress only a short time ex 
cellent progress has been made. This success 
holds out the hope that the children them- 
selves may become a most important factor 
in reducing the death list, which now is ap- 
palling. 

The question arises: If this can be accom- 
plished with children, -is it not possible to 
apply the same principles to the children of 


larger growth? The school campaign might — 
be used to advantage in dealing with adults. 








Progress in 150 Years 
‘(Pomona Bulletin) - 

One hundred and fifty years seems a very 
long time to the schoolboy. Yet if you ask 
one of our oldest citizens how. long it is since 
the battles of the American revolution were 
fought 150 years ago he will say it is not 
very long. , 

If such a man is 90 years of age, he can 
look back to his boyhood and remember the 
old-timers of his day. He can recall how they 
told him their experiences in the Revolu- 
tionary army and how the country felt during 
those fateful years when they were fighting 
for liberty. 

It would seem as if th world had made far 
more rapid progress in these 150 years than 
it did in all the previous time since the Chris- 
tian era began. - Just ‘think of the primitive 
conditions that prevailed when those Revo- 
lutionary battles were being fought. No rail- 
roads, no telegraphs, no telephones, no elec- 
tricity, no wireless communication, hardly any 
machinery, and almost no newspapers It 
took six days for the news of the battle of 
Lexington to get down to-Philadelphia. Peo- 
ple were getting along in the most primitive 
way, factories did not exist save on a very 
small scale. 

Tt sometimes seems when we look ahead as 
if no similar progress were possible in the 
next 150 yaers. Yet there is a field of prog- 
ress which is far more essential than any- 
thing in material gains. 

We have harnessed the water and conquer- 


ed the air, and amde electricity to be our hw.n- © 


ble servant. Vet we have not trained the 
human spirit and make it do the work of the 
world.as it ought to. Men and women are 


‘ almost as selfish as they used to be back in 


those old days and within ten vears they have 
broken loose in the most eruel war the world 
ever know. The progress of the future must 
be predominantly moral. Material gains only 
touch the outer fringe of the problem of 
humanity.
